Were Downed In Each Case 
By Superior Force; Walked 
Across Holland

(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
LONDON, Nov. ,4.— Three American 
aviators have just arrived In London 
atter a thrilling twenty-four-day hike 
through occupied Belgium. 
The men 
tramped at night and slept in the day­ 
time, except when they were in B rus­ 
sels. 
Then, with civilian clothes cov­ 
ering their uniforms, they walked the 
streets by daylight. 
The aviators are Lieut. IL Anderson 
of Honolulu, whose brother lives at 
I IT. Richmond street, Plainfield, N. J.; 
John Donaldson, son of General Don­ 
aldson of W ashington, D. C.. and T. 
E. Tillinghast of W esterly, R. I. They 
all escaped from Fresnos and were in­ 
terviewed by the United Press on their 
arrival here. 
‘ I was downed ai Arras on Angust 
27.” said Anderson. 
“Thew were five 
to one against me. 
After having been 
wounded three tim es I fell J duo feet 
and 
was taken 
tft the hospital at 
Mons. 
‘ Later I was tak e n to 
the 
prison 
camp at Fresnos.’’ 
Tillinghast was brought down near 
Cambrai on S eptem ber 22. when from 
twenty to thirty H un planes attacked 
him. he said. 
“When I was separated from the 
squadron I coasted to the ground and 
the machine cam e to a halt in front of 
a Hun dugout when the engine went 
dead. 
The 
F rit/des came out and 
shook hands. 
T hey said I ought to 
ho glad to be out of it. 
Tim* night 
I slept in a church and then w a s re­ 
moved to Fresnos.” 
Donaldson, who is an ace, being of­ 
ficially credited with bringing down 
five Huns and unofficially to have de­ 
stroyed nine, w as attacked by three 
Germans near Cam brai, Septem ber I, 
a t a height of 8000 feet. 
“ I managed to down one of them iii 
three minutes.” lie said, “but a bullet 
hit my engine and downed me. 
I 
landed almost simultaneously with the 
Hun that I had downed. 
However 
the enemy m achine went up in flames, 
burning the pilot alive. 
The Germain 
congratulated me on my escape. 
I 
was taken to Fonde, where 
I 
met 
Lieut. Oscar .Mandel. of New York, on 
September :’>. 
Mandel and I escaped 
I rom prison by jum ping from a w in 
(low on the second floor. We landed in 
Hie street and quickly mixed with the 
crowd. 
In that way we got out of flu* 
city aud reached an unguarded Ger­ 
man airdrome. 
A fter having difficulty 
in trying to run out a plane, we finally 
grew exasperated and tore down the 
tent. 
At dawn w e got tho plane in 
shape to Av. 
Just then a German me­ 
chanic approached and discovered us. 
He raised a yell. 
We grabbed him. 
and in the tussle he stabbed me in the 
back. 
Mandel put him out of comm is­ 
sion by hitting him over Hie head 
with a flashlight. 
Then we ran for 
it. 
“We passed through sci en lines of 
occupied trenches and got into a shell 
hole before 
the German first 
line, 
where we hid all day. 
During ilia* 
day an English b attery wiped out a 
Hun battery nearby. 
At night we ad 
lanced across No Man’s Land and 
reached a stream w here we peeled oft 
our dottles and w ere inst ready to 
dive when a Hun 
patrol, repairing 
wires which the English battery had 
mauled, discovered and captured us.

Prospect Darkens For Hun, 
Avenues of Escape Being 
Gradually Cut Off 


LONDON, Nov. 8. (British Admiral­ 
ty W ireless)—The Times’ war corre­ 
spondent said: 
“The magnitude of the victory of 
lait week-end become* erery day more 
apparent. 
For a month or more the 


enemy has been retreating on*o the 
lines of the Meuse, but now lie has 
reached the last stage of his journey. 
rile surest sign of our victory is that 
his last stage has been more rapidly 
got through than his first. 
A month ago it seemed possible 
that th e Germans in France might be 
completely enveloped from the east 
and w est. 
It was then that General 
Ludendorff, who had 
set the peace 
negotiations in motion, drew hack be­ 
cause lie then thought the German 
arm ies could be extricated without 
disaster. 
“Now the prospect for the German 
arm ies lias darkened again. 
Whereas, 
a week ago, most people who have 
prophesied that tile Germans would 
escape without irretrievable disaster, 
d ark ness again stares them iii the 
face. 
What we are 'witnessing now 
is the destruction of the system of 
railway communication which tempted 
the en em y into Belgium. 
The net 
result of recent operations is that of 
all th ese railway lines, only the one 
down the va I lev of the Mease is work­ 
ing properly. Two are lost and of the 
rem ainder, the one through the Meuse 
valley, is threatened and the other 
Metz railw ay is working in connection 
with a different base, so that the east 
and w est wings of the German armies 
are now separated. 
“T he mouth of Hit* pocket is nar- 
howing, and from Avance* east of the 
Mormal forest, to Mezieres, where the 
Meuse railway enters the cover 
of 
Evesue*. the distance is between Mi 
and 60 miles. 
Through this n a rro w ‘ 
passage the whole of the German a rm ­ 
ies in France now have to squeeze aud 
there is only one railway in this re­ 
gion which is working freely. In other 
words, the waste of German*—say be­ 
tween Lille and 
Verdun—has 
been 
com pressed to one-third of its former 
dimensions. 
T hat gives an idea of 
the agony through which the German 
army is now passing. 
“Nor is the worst of the compres­ 
sion over. 
The enemy, for very good 
reasons, held out on the line of the 
Aisne as long as he could. 
That line 
is now lost on its whole length, thanks 
to the renewed activity (rf' the French 
and th e recovery of the 
American 
arm y from its transportation difficul­ 
ties and the real aqucele of the Ger­ 
man arm y is only 
just 
beginning. 
W orse still, the bottle neck through 
which it is passing is a narrowing one 
and congestion, instead of decreasing 
will tighten.

Most of us have taken it for granted 
that America would have a good deal 
to do with the rebuilding of the devas­ 
tated portions of France and Belgium. 
It appears that the Red Cross is al­ 
ready engaged in such work. 
Near Havre, France, there has been 
built a “typical Belgian village,” which 
is Belgian only in arch itectural style, 
the whole idea of the thing being char­ 
acteristically American. 
It is a “port-! 
able town.” the first of the kind ever 
constructed in Europe. The houses are 1 
made after the method devised by» 
American manufacturers, in sectional' 
units, so that they can be easily taken 
apart, shipped and put together again. 
There are homes for IOO families, 
two school houses and a big co-opera­ 
tive store. 
The cottages have elec­ 
tric lights, running water and gardens. 
That village is already occupied by 
Belgian refugees, living their accus­ 
tomed community life.

Belgium—everything but the gardens; 
and the inhabitants will prefer their 
own soil, even to the soil of kindly 
France. 
While no announcement is made to 
that effect, it is possible that this plan 
will be followed on a large scale in all 
the regions where war has swept the 
land bare. 
It will afford a prompt 
effective way of repatriating the 
fives and restoring the old life and ac 
tivity.

This is the information that comes 
in a letter from Inman just received 
by his mother, Mrs. 
Hattie Inman, 
who is now residing at 643 East 
Twenty-Fourth street Los Angeles. 
Inman sent his mother a piece of his 
motor cycle leather vest with 
two 
holes in it with a request that she 
keep it for him, as it is a souvenir of 
his first fight and wound. He will be 
rewarded with a service stripe, a 
stripe which the boys prize very high­ 
ly- 
The 91st is composed of men from 
California, Washington, Oregon, Utah, 
Wyoming, Idaho, 
Montana, Alaska, 
North and South Dakota and 
Min­ 
nesota. 
The casualty list will carry 
many names from these states for 
there were many casualties, and they 
are just commencing to be reported.

I caught a motorcycle and rode down 
to another first aid. where they gave 
us coffee, cookies and cigarettes. 
I 
got in a truck and rode in the front 
seat with the driver up to the 
field 
first aid hospital, where we slept ail 
night. 
The next morning I came up 
to this evacuation hospital and 
got 
here about noon, Oct. I. 
I got an 
X-ray and was operated on about mid­ 
night. 
Yesterday morning 
when 
I 
came out from under the ether I felt 
fine and’dandy, all but my side. It is 
kind of stiff near the left kidney 
I 
ate a hearty meal at about IO o’clock 
yesterday—soup, coffee, bacon, pota­ 
toes, bread, toast, pork and* beans. 
I 
ate once more after that, and in the 
night one package of cookies. 
This 
morning I had a good breakfast and 
one package of cookies and two pieces 
of chocolate. 
“Well. the 91st division sure fought 
hard. 
Today we will 
be 
sent 
on 
American Red Cross cars to the base 
hospital, a long way 
from 
here. 
I 
will have a wound stripe when I come 
home. 
I was not riding the motor­ 
cycle when I went over the top, but 
am sending you a souvenir and want 
you to save it for me. It is a piece of 
my leather coat that the 
shrapnel 
went through. The doctor didn’t save 
the shrapnel, so you save this leather 
for me. 
“Merker, from the Cherry Blossom, 
got a little piece stuck in him and the 
Captain said that he would get him a 
wound stripe for it. It was not pain­ 
ful and he pulled it out with his fin­ 
gers. 
“Dallas Preble got cut in the face 
or something like that and John A. 
Johnson is wounded, too. 
He is an­ 
other Santa Ana boy and 
used 
to 
work on the Mabury ranch. I am the 
fourth one out of our company from 
Santa Ana that got it, and more of 
our boys got it, too.
